With  the  knowledge  that  there  was  suf- 
ficient money  in  the  hands  of  the  Southern 
Baptists  and  with  the  expectation  that  many 
men  of  large  means  would  this  year  give 
largely,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
last  May  urged  the  raising  of  $750,000  this 
, >ear  for  Foreign  Missions  and  $500,000 
for  Home  Missions. 

Did  the  Committee  making  this  recommen- 
dation over-estimate  thq  ability  of  Southern 
Baptisls.  or  their  willingness,  or  the  need  of 
the  money?  Is  the  financial  situation  re- 
sponsible for  our  failure  to  make  the  ad- 
vance anticipated,  or  have  we  failed  to  re- 
alize that  every  State  ami  church  jmd  indi- 
vidual must  more  than  double  last  year's 
gifts? 

Whatever  the  cause,  the  situation  is  a 
serious  one  and  no  time  is  to  lie  lost  if  the 
goal  is  to  he  reached.  An  average  of  75c 
per  year,  per  member,  for  both  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions,  is  not  a large  amount  for 
Southern  Baptists.  Others  sre  giving  nil 
average  of  $2.00  per  member  and  we  could 
do  it  this  year,  if  we  thought  so  and  really 
wished  to  do  it.  The  situation  can  ho 
saved  and  a discouraging  defeat  prevented 
if  every  man  will  do  his  utmost  to  raise  this 
money  by  April  30.  This  means  that  men 
of  large  ability  must  give  large  sums  and 
thousands  of  men  of  small  means  must  give 
as  they  have  never  given  before.  We 
must  more  than  double  our  gifts  of  lost

11c  who 
willingly,  conscientiously  and  persistently 
refuses  to  give  tn  the  mission  cause 
lias  yet  to  know  Christ  in  the  pardon  of  his 
sins  and  is  anti-Christ,  A second  lesson 
we  learn  is  this:  we  are  greatly  honored . 
*‘Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses . ’’  If  we  wen* 
to  receive  an  appointment  from  the  Presi- 
dent, .or  from  the  Governor  of  the  State  to 
some  prominent  position  we  would  feel 
greatly  honored  and  our  friends  would  re- 
joice with  ns.  Every  child  of  God  has  an 
appointment  that  carries  with  it  greater 
honors  than  can  be  given  by  any  State  or 
nation.  Witnessing  for  God  in  the  mission 
cause  is  second  to  the  greatest  honor  that 
can  lx*  conferred  on  any  one.  What  you 
ask  is  the  greatest  honor  that  can  !»c  bestow- 
ed. 

I answer:  to  be  a child  of  God  is  the 
greatest  honor,  and  to  lie  a child  of  God 
with  a mission  is  the  honpr  of  honors. 

We  learn  also  there  is  a plan  or  methml 
in  this  witnessing.  They  wptc  to  begin 
at  Jerusalem.  This  may  be  made  to  repre 
sent  nnr  home*,  town,  or  community  in 
which  we  live.  They  were  not  to  stay  at 
home  or  in  Jerusalem,  hut  were  to  go  into 
Judaea,  which  may  be  made  to  answer  to 
our  State  work.  But  they  were  not  to  stop 
here,  but  were  to  go  into  Samaria,  which 
may  be  made  to  represent  other  State*.  Still 
they  were  not  to  stop,  hut  were  to  go  unto 
the'  uttermost  part*  of  the  earth,  which  rep- 
resents all  nations.  Thia  beginning  at  Je- 
rusalem and  going  to  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  worlJ  was  not  a happen-so,  or  an  ac-

cidcnt,  but  was  just  as  the  l<ord  would  have 
us  do . • 

I'nto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  is 
ini|M>rtaul.  but  not  one  hit  more  so  linen: 
“Both  in  Jerusalem . " 1 believe  we'should 

give  ns  much  for  Home  Missions  as  we  do 
for  Foreign  Missions,  and  we  |ia*tor* should 
sco  to  it  that  the  Home  Mission  collection 
has  just  as  much  attention  as  the  Foreign 
Mission  collection' doea. 

Why  do  1 say  thist  Because  Home  Mis- 
sions is  foundation  work,  and  if  the  founda- 
tion  is  uegleeted  the  building  will  go  to 
pieces. 

Not  long  since  a gin  company  ’ d a seisl 
house  built  and  the  contractor  neglected  the 
foundation  and  when  the  seed  was  put  in. 
the  house  collapsed.  The  company  had 
the  house  rebuilt  with  special  instruction 
as  to  the  foundation,  and  today  the  house 
is  standing  and  holding.  So  with  <mr  mis- 
sion work.  The  Home  or  foundation  work 
must  he  well  done  if  wu  would  have  the 
Foreign  work  to  be  what  it  ought  to  bs. 

In  my  judgment,  the  only  logical,  practi- 
cal aiid  safe  way  to  do  Foreign  Mission  uork 
is  to  look  well  to  the  Home  work.  A few 
examples  will  serve  to  prove  this  point: 
Just  a few  years  back  Jackson  bad  just  one 
church,  and  it  was  receiving  help  from  the 
Itoard.  now  Jackson  has  three  rhurche*. 
und  two  of  them  self-supporting  and  lilieral 
supporter*  to  all  mission*,  and  the  tbinl 
church  will  soon  be  so.  Hattiesburg  was 
olso  helped  by  the  Board,  now  it  hn»  three 
churches.  two  of  them  self  supporfftig  and 
lilieral  contributor*  to  missions  and  the  third 
growing  rapidly.  This  might  «1»*>  )».*  said 
of  Gulf|Hirt.  Biloxi  and  many  other  tnan* 

in  the  Bute 

But  how  am  I to  carry  out  this  commi* 
■ion?  We  may  do  *«  by  going  in  person 
to  the  field  of  lalsir.  But  all  raniiot  go  ill 
person  and  all  an*  not  rx|>ecte«t  to  do  m? 
Then'  ar,»  other  ways  by  which  this  may 
he  done.  We  may  go  with  our  means  and 
thus  honor  the  Lord  with  our  substance. 
We  may  also  go  in  prayer  and  in  sympathy, 
and  wlrni  we  spray  for,  and  sympathize  with 
anvthing  we  will  also  give  it  our  financial 
help.  Peter  was  anti  mission  and  while  at 
Jopa  the  laird  ravelled  to  him  that  tin* 
gos|iel  was  for  the  whole  world  and  not  the 
Jew*  only.  The  rhurah  at  Jerusalem  was 
anti-mission  ami  when  it  heard  I’eter  had 
been  praarhing  to  the  Gentiles,  it  called  him 
to  account  for  it  and  In*  showed  them  shat 
the  Lord  had  revealed  to  him.  and  how  Onr- 
neliua  had  heard  the  gospel  an  I the  Holy 
Spirit  had  come  upon  the  Gentile*  also,  then 
the  chun-h  was  willing  to  (tend  missionaries 
to  all  parts  of  the  world  with  the  message. 

Now  may  the  Lord  belfi  ti«  to  meet  oar 
obligations  to  this  great  cause  and  may  we 
give  just  *r  much  to  Home.  Misssions  a*  ue 
do  to  Foreign  Mission*. 

May  the  blessing*  of  the  lord  rest  upon 

us  all.

A Missionary  Vagary. 

J.  B.  Gamhrell. 

The  Arkansas  Baptist  lays  down  the  bold 
proposition  that  only  churches  have  the 
right  to  originate  the  missionary  movement. 
There  ia  not  a speck  of  Scriptural  support 
for  this  fad.  The  Scriptures  are  squarely 
against  it.  There  are  many  cam's,  where 
movements  were  originated  by  individuals, 
led  by.  the  Spirit.  It  is  true,  that  the 
church  at  Jerusalem  sent  Barnabas  to  Anti- 
och; but  not  to  originate  a movement.  He 
was  sent  to,  look  into  a movement,  already 
well  advanced,  without  church  iniative. 
Then  Barnabas,  without  church  initiative, 
went  and  looked  up  Paul  and  brought  him 
to  Antioch.  See  Acts  XI.  13-26. 

From  Antioch,  then*  was  originated  a 
great  missionary  movement,  when  the  Holy 
Ghost  sent  out  from  Antioch  Barnabas  and 
Saul,  not  using  the  church  to  “originate” 
the  movement;  lint  a few  men.  (See  Acts 

xm.  i-i3).  x * 

When  the  gospel  was  to  Ik*  preached  in 
MSacedonia,  the  movement  was  not  originat- 
ed by  any  church.  The  Holy  Spirit  “or- 
iginated” it  through  l’aul.  These  exam- 
ples are  sufficient.  They  eorrellate  with 
the  Scriptures  throughout.  The  founda- 
tion of  the  new  “Landmark”  sect  is  n pure 
fancy.  When  God  calls  men  to  preach, 
the  Holy  Spirit  guides  them.  That  preach- 
ers an*  not  to  go  out  to  preach,  except  some 
chnn-h  originates  the  move,  is  contrary  to 
Scripture  and  to  all  Baptist  pn'cedent.  Tt 
is  a mere  fancy  of  a set  of  men.  who  are  not 
even  sensible  dnuimcrs.  When'  in  Ihe 
Scriptures  is  there  a command  or  example 
which,  justifies  the  odd  contrivance  geared 
up  to  do  a mission  work,  known  as  the  B. 
G.  A.  Every  time  they  meet,  they  tinker 
the  maehine.  No  doubt  a ehun*h  might 
originate  a mission  movement;  hut,  if  it 
did.  the  Scriptures  nowhere  make  it  the 
duty  of  the  church  to  submit  its  missionary, 
or  its  work,  to  an  organization  of  messen- 
gers from  other  churches  for  approvnl. 

If  it  be  argued  that  Jesus  eommilte.I  the 
work  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  churches, 
and  hence  the  churches  are  to  originate  ev- 
ery missionary  movement,  the  reply  is,  that 
is  only  an  argument,  not  Scripture.  The 
new  “Landmarkers”  are  very  long  on  ar- 
gunients,  and  very  short  on  Scripture. 
And.  in  this  case,  their  arguments  are 
against  the  Scriptures.  After  the  consti- 
tution of  the  first  church,  after  Jesus  had 
sent  the  Holy  Ghost  on  the  disciples  to  lead 
them  into  all  truth,  after  the  real  work 
under  the  Commisaison  had  begun,  and  while 
it  was  goinff  unJer  the  supervision  of  the 
Spirit,  the  Divine  records  show  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  used  the  individual  to  plant  the 
cause  in  new  places,  and.  in  the  case  of  An- 
tioch where  Barnabas  and  Saul  were  sent 
out.  the  Holy  Ghost  used  a few  men  as  His 
agents  to  originate  a great  mission  move- 
ment. If  churches  only  can  originate  mis- 
sion movements,  what  a pity  the  church  at 
Antioch  was  not  called  together  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sending  Barnabas  and  Saul  on  their 
eventful  missionary  tour.  . 

We  are  bound  to  believe  the  Spirit  knew 
what  Jesus  meant  when  He  gave  His 
great  Commission  to  nis  diseiples  and  ho^ 
He  wanted  nia  work  done.  If  he  did. 
then  the  “Landmark”  brethren  are  mis- 
taken in  their  fundamental  proposition,  ns 
they  are  all  round.  Acts.  Xin.  1-13  makes 
a complete  end  of  the  whole  of  them..  ** 
thev  have  no  standing  anywhere  in  the 
Scriptures,  They  are  likely  contending 


for  what  they  think  ought  to  have  been 
done.  But  the  Scriptures  show  that  it 
was  not  done  their  way.  and  we  have  our 
choice  between  their  way,  and  the  way  the 
Holy  Spirit  interpreted  the  will  and  way  of 
Christ . 

Baptists,  heretofore,  have  sided  with  the 
A|fostlcs.  and  believed  the  Holy  Spirit  right- 
ly understood  the  mind  of  the  Master,  and 
led  the  early  missionaries  right.  This  con- 
clusion is  so  fixed  in  the  Baptist  mind  that 
it  is  lkoly  to  remain  a predominant  convic- 
tion. 

Never  was  there  a 1 letter  chance  to  settle 
the  matter,  after  the  niind  of  new  “lamd- 
markers.”  than  at  Antioch.  The  Spirit 
set tli*d  it  another  way.  Christ’s  way. 

The  old  view,  certainly  the  Scriptural 
one.  is  that  regular  preacher  can  preach 
anywhere  he  may  he.  and  may  find  hearers, 
many  or  few.  and  this  without  any  church 
action  originating  his  movements.  He  ean 
receive  .his  living  from  any  sourer  that  is 
clean  and  honest.  Ah  individual  may  sup- 
port a regular  preacher  while  he  preached. 
Or  a number  of  individuals  mnv  combine  to 
siip|Hirt  a preacher  without  any  cluireh  ac- 
tion. The  first  preachers  got  their  livipg 
from*  the  field- when*  they  preached,  and. 
where  there  were  no  ehiiindies.  l<ater.  they 
carried  script  and  purse,  nti^l  sometimes  the 
churches  combined  to  support  them.  Fan) 
one  time,  as  many  another  Baptist  preacher 
Ins  done  since,  made  his  living  by  man- 
ual labor.  The  manner  of  getting  a liv- 
ing was  varied,  but  the  right  nnd  duty 
of  the  preacher  to  follow  the  call  of  the 
Spirit,  and  to  make  fall  |*roof  of  his  min- 
istry was  always  the  same. 

With  old  line  Baptists,  these  principle* 
pre  well  understood,  and  always  regarded. 
A missionary  is  not  “authonzisl”  to  preaeh 
by  any  Convention  Board..  The  authority 
to  preach  is  of  God.  When  a church  rec- 
ognizes  the  call  by  ordination,  the  preacher 
can  preach  anywhere.  His  relation  t<>  a 
Board,  if  lie  ever  has  any.  is  not  ecclesias-. 
tienl.  but  a men*  contract  relation,  which 
can  he  terminated  at  will.  This  is  the  old 
way.  and  we  will  walk  in  it.  The  effort 
to  split  the  denomination  and  make  a, new 
sect  to  be  known  an  -^'Landmark ” Baptists, 
is  a coll  ossa  1 blunder,  based  on  nil  anti- 
scriptural  fancy.  It-  it*  every  way  bad. 
nnd  then*  is  no  good  at  all  in  it.  These 
things  are  said,  not  because  I do  not  love 
the  bn-thren.  but  because  I do  love  them, 
and  regn*t  to  ace  them  making  a mistake. 
Nearly  all  of  them  will  regret  it  after  a lit- 
tle. 

With  all  Scripture  ami  all  Baptist  prece- 
dent against  them;  with  the  manifold  in- 
consistencies and  vagaries  of  their  conten- 
tions, then*  is  no  chance  that  they  can  do 
much  more  than  to  create  teihpomry  dissen- 
sions.  and  finally  greatly  *mrt  themselves, 
while  they  to  the  same  extent  cripple  weak 
churches  and  retanl  their  growth.

Church  Losses. 


An  excellent  article  appears  is 
a late  issue  of  The  Commonwealth 
on  the  subject  of  Church  Letters, 
and  the  real  duties  of  officers.  ; 
It  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that,  < 
while  putting  forth  eeorts  to  bring 
outsiders  under  the  influence  «f 
the  gospel,  they  lose  by  failure  t«  * 
keep  proper  record  of  strays  frets 
the  fold.  Absent  members  are  j 
lost  sight  of.  and  their  names  are 
often  dropped  from  the  roll,  sim-  * 
ply  because  the  shepherd  has  not 
sought  for  them,  or  the  clerk  kept  | 
n correspondence,  when  there 
have  been  removals. 

The  granting  of  letter*  to  indi-  i 
viduals.  as  a rule  is  an  error.  It  . 
leads  to  “trunk  membership,”  j 
nd  such  are  not  of  the  pale  of  | 
wnteheare.  While  families  are  j 
sometimes  lost  to  the  denomina- 
tion. and  do  not  get  into  our  sta- 
tistics. It  does  not  follow  that 
these  results  are  growth  of  set 
purposes,  or  even  suspicion.  W a 
:eed  a general  movement  to  cor- 
■eet  these  evils,  attd  suggest  a 
beginning,  by  changing  the  cus- 
tom of  granting  “Letters  of  Dis-. 
mission.” 

In  this  day  of  rapid  communi- 
cation, the  old  style  of  letters  is 
iseless.  All  that  is  needed  is  a 
‘Certificate  of  Membership, 
ivhieh  of  itself  is  oiir  introduc- 
tion, and  a warrant  for  applica- 
tion. through  the  pastor  or  clerk 
of  a sister  church  to  apply  for  dis- 
mission for  the  applicant.  Tins 
avoids  all  confusion  and  reduces 
the  practice  of  holding  letters. 
Until  dismission  is  applied  for  by 
another  church,  the  members  re- 
main on  the  old  church  roll. 

We  cannot  correct  these  abuses 
always  all  at  once;  hut  let  us 
make  a beginning.  It  will  en- 
tail closer  watchfulness  on  pastors 
and  work’ on  ehureh  clerks  , hilt 
progress  and  the  march  of  events 
make  it  necessary.  Commercial- 
ism holds  the  sway  of  America, 
and  it  emphasizes  the  quotation: 
“Many  shall  run  to  and  fro  and 
knowledge  shall  increase.  ”
